A gloomy, dark day, with the liaze and 
smoke lying low, failed to deter the race-goers 
and the attendance at Harlem was the average 
one. The track was not only deep, but sloppy, 
the rain of the forenoon having made a lake of 
the course. It did not seem as if “smart peo- 
ple’' could guess how the horses would perform 
as should a handicapper have as many kinds of 
track on his list as did the late esteemed local 
jewelry man, still he would be in a quandary as 
here was presented a new condition of soil. 
The management is most unfortunate as it will 
take days after the rain ceases to get the Har- 
lem track into anything like record breaking 
condition, and then the season will be too far 
advanced to give the great mare, Imp, a chance 
to set a new mark. A drizzling rain fell the 
greater part of the afternoon. 

Sixteen regular and two held bookmakers 
posted the odds of 10 to 1 Andes for the first 
race. This colt ran much better than on Mon- 
day last, when, weighted relatively with Canace 
yesterday, he finished behind her, for now as 
t be got off hying but here failed to stop as 
then, aud won the race away off. Rio Chico 
was second on the turn, but “Skeets” Martin on 
Canace headed Sink’s colt for a time, only to 
fail iu the run home and finish fourth. Me- 
Nickle usually rides Canace but it was thought 
Martin could ride her better which proved to 
be a wrong way of figuring. Rio Chico, coming 
oh next the inside rail, was easily second from 
Miss Marks, who got the worst of a straggling 
start. Facade, a strong t*p, was well behind 
Miss Marks and the rear was brought up by 
Scatcohen and Iris. There was considerable 
talk about Andes. Certain it is that he was 
favorite on Monday and a long shot on Thurs- 
day and failed to stop at a longer distance. 

Everybody thought that Jolly Roger would 
win and he did, although J. Reiff was driving 
him hard at the last sixteenth to beat Eva 
Rice, who led nearly all the way. Foxnette 
was second to Eva Rice until the middle of the 
upper turn, but died away and was beaten in a 
hard fight by Nannie L’s Sister. No others 
were dangerous. The bookmakers “took a 
chance” against so slow a beginner as Jolly 
Roger and Ed Austin laid 3 to 5 place for a con- 
siderable amount. The favorite was in the 
ruck headed by Barrisso on the far turn, but 
once on his stride he “ate the others up.” 

It was “24 to 1 take your pick Falomacita, 
Judge Tarvin and Sea Lion’’ at the opening of 
the betting on the third race, but Falomacita 
was backed as low as 3 to 2, while Sea Lion ad- 
vanced to 3 to 1. A play on the latter at post 
time knocked the odds back one half point and 
sent the favorite to 2 to 1. Leo Mayer “threw 
away some money,” as he said, on Nora Ives 
and this cut her best price iu two. She ran 
“absolutely.” Rival Dare broke up two starts 
and finally got away in the rear. Sea Lion 
jumped to the front and was not headed, win- 
ning with considerable left by two lengths from 
Falomacita, she being third to Judge Tarvin 
(who got third mcney) until the last eighth. 
Mountain Dew, many lengths away, headed the 
re*xdi vision. 

Now came up a tough proposition. Tbe best 
horses in the fourth race cannot run in the 
mud, two of the others carried overweight, and 
Double Dummy was handicapped with sup- 
posedly the poorest jockey. So the play was a 
general one, the bookies taking part and mak- 
ing little better than a “rounder.” Newsgath- 
erer went off flying and had four lengths over 
Double Dummy entering the backstretch.Cherry 
Leaf third, others close up. Double Dummy 
had Newsgatherer beaten at the far turn, but 
here Basquil fceern his lun, and collaring 



Double Dummy a sixteenth inside the straight, 
ran head and head for a piece, then showed in 
front by a neck at the betting ring. But Rutter 
was whipping the leader (holding the outside 
position), while Hothersall hung on for dear 
life to his horse’s head. Close in Double 
Dummy responded to one crack of the whip 
(Rutter was trying to ride so close that his 
rival’s game would be blocked), and his num- 
ber went up. Doctor Sheppard, third, was 
beaten off. 

Don’t Skip Me, off in front of a close bunch 
at the first attempt, was not headed in the fifth 
race and won easily. Silver Set ran her close 
for five-eighths. Coralis was third to the last 
sixteenth, where Heigh Ho and Locust Blossom 
got up, and in a fine finish the latter secured 
third money. 

Hothersall was posted to ride Elidad, and 
opening at 9 to 5 the horse was backed down to 
3 to 2, when the announcement came “Put Rut- 
ter on Elidad.” Then the price was even money, 
afterwards 13 to 10. Soon the bell rang and all 
was confusion in the betting ring. Sweeney 
came rushing in and yelled, “Put H. Martin on 
Elidad ; five pounds over,” and the post price 
was 8 to 5, 3 to d, 3 to 10. Glenmoyne led to 
near the half iff ile ground, Lucid second. Here 
Elidad shot by and led into the homestretch by 
twenty lengths as he was eased up. George 
Lee was within four lengths of him at the 
finish. In a rousing finish Gold Band just beat 
Glenmoyne and Lucid for the third money. 
The start was a perfect one. Colonel Clark is 
nothing if not original, but the change of 
jockeys, it is said, was at the suggestion of 
Elidad’s owner, who had been on pins aud 
needles all day, fearing Hothersall could not 
ride the horse. Then, as Rutter could not 
make the weight, “Skeets” was called into 
play. Any boy could have won on the horse 
and the change was a hard blow to Hothersall, 

who had won by such nice work ou Double 
Dummy. 

James Carlisle, ex-State Treasurer of Color- 
ado, and a well known and deservedly popular 
owner of racehorses, is in town for a visit of 
thirty days. Mr. Carlisle has of late given his 
attention to his stock interests in the southern 
part of Colorado, and now, although “getting 
along” in years, is of the same sunny disposi- 
tion as always. 

Since the fencing off of the “foreign book 
end” of the betting ring the entries for the 
races of the following day are posted on a big 
blackboard near the stairway leading to the 
grandstand. 

It is rumored that in the event of racing in 
Indiana W. E. Applegate will there manage 
the syndicate system of bookmakiug. 

CALIFORNIA RACING. 



Secretary Milroy has issued the program book 
for the first two weeks of racing to be conducted 
by the California Jockey Club over the Oakland 
track. It is significant of the near approach of 
the days in which active interest in the sport of 
sports will center solely about the performances 
of the fleet-footed ones over the San Francisco 
and New Orleans tracks. The program is made 
up on the basis of five races daily, with purses 
rauging from $350 to $500. Four stakes are to 
be run oft during the two weeks.

ET11 ELBE RT’S NEW OWNER. 

The turf has received a number of powerful 
new acquisitions this year, most notable of 
which perhaps have been the advent of Mr. 
William C. Whitney and ex-Corporation Coun- 
sel W. fl. Clark among the lists of prominent 
owners. It now appears to be reasonably cer- 
tain that Mr. Perry Belmont intends to follow 
the example so worthily set by Mr. Whitney and 
Mr. Clark. 

That is to say, Mr. Belmont is again getting 
together a string of thoroughbreds, and high 
class ones, too. It is not his first appearance 
in racing. A few years ago he owned that ster- 
ling performer Magian, and a number of other 
horses. Magian, however, broke down and was 
retired to the stud, and the remainder of Mr. 
Belmont’s string, not being of quite the calibre 
that suited his fancy, were disposed of. 

Now Mr. Belmont is beginning all over again, 
and in the right way. He was the real pur- 
chaser of Mr. Galway’s Etbelbert at the Morris 
Park sale a few days ago, when that colt was 
knocked down to the bid of A. J. Joyner for 
$11,600. It transpires also that he was the act- 
ual buyer of John E. Madden’s Frohsinn, re- 
cently sold to Joyner for $6,500. Joyner formerly 
trained for Mr. Belmont, and will probably 
have charge of this new lot of horses that he is 
getting together. 

The decision of Mr. Belmont to re-enter upon 
a turf career is most encouraging. Men of the 
calibre of himself, Mr. Whitney and Mr. Clark 
are just the sort that are needed in racing. It 
is to be hoped that he may not stop at his 
recent purchases, but that he will continue un- 
til he has collected together a stable of high 
class racers. He has certainly made a good be- 
ginning in Ethelbert and Frohsinn, as these 
2-year-olds are among the best of the year.— 
Morning Telegraph.
